Fifty-four ci- 
ties and towns, beſide an incredible number of villages, were either 
demoliſhed, or greatly dam ed. Catania, one of the moſt famous 
and flouriſhing cities in the kingdom, was entirely deſtroyed. Of 
Worz inhabitants, 18, 000 periſhe. 
Another earthquake almoſt as dreadful, and in the ſame yeat, 
ſpread deſolation through the colony of Jamaica. In two minutes 
time, it ſhook down, and laid under water, nine tenths of the town of
